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THE BEGINNING OF THE END. 


The German Government announces that last 
week it submitted a memorandum on the repara- 
tions question to London and Washington, with 
the intention that France should be made aware 
of the proposal to open negotiations. Which may 


be taken as the diplomatic way of intimating to 
France that Germany is tired trying to get along 
without coal and ready to make terms to get the 
French troops out of the Ruhr. The officer in 
charge of the occupation has already stated that 
the French forees will be withdrawn when Ger- 


many begins to pay the reparations claims, There | 
seems therefore reason to hope that the Ruhr | 
affair is over, except for the talking and the pay- | 


ing,—and of course the explanations by British 
statemen and London papers of what they meant 
when they said that France couldn’t get anything 
by seizing the mines and shutting off Germany’s 
eoal supply. 


NO ROOM FOR DISAGREEMENTS. 


The Provincial Legislature gave unanimous 


approval to a resolution proposed by Premier | 


Greenfield calling for Federal and provincial co 
operation, and lower freight rates, in order to 
make Alberta the source of Ontario's fuel supply. 
That of course was to be looked for. The wisdom

Just what the Province can do to accomplish 
the end is not apparent, other than helping to 
advertise Alberta coal, demonstrate its suitability 
for all purposes, and urge the Federal Govern- 
ment to try the experiment of hauling it at re 
dueed rates on the National railway.
